TINKER DAVE. 

II. V. R , the correspondent of the Cincin- 
nati Commeroiat, writes I tom Jamestown, 
Fentress county : 

After the war two enterprising Cinrinna- 
tians rnme here, in advance of the railroad, 
and went into the dry goods business. The 
firm name was Strobmeier S. BoDtnaa. They 
did something in the way of claims as well 
as dry goods, and finally took it into their 
heads to make an effort to get Congress to 
place Tinker Dave's men, most of whom lived 
about here, on an equal footing wilh other 
Union soldiers, and pay them for their services 
during the war. 

I don't know how they managed it, but by 
some means they got Congress lo appropriate 
one hundred and fifty thousand dollars lor the 
benefit of Tinker Dave's men. Meantime 
they bad bought up most of these claims from 
the parties, paying from one to four hundred 
dollars each for them. When the money was 
drawn, which was recently, Tinker Dave s men 
thought there had not been a fair divide, and 
raised a fuss. They had not got enough money. 
Slrohmeler contended that bis expenses had 
been very heavy in buying up Congressmen 
and the like, and that he hud given the men 
nil they were entitled to. They all came in 
here one day to have a settlement, when the 
assemblage broke up in a row, several were 
shot, and a Deputy United States Marshal 
killed, and Strobmeier and Bonman took to 
the woods. Whether they returned to Cincin- 
nati is not known, bftt they cannot live here. 
Their lives would not be worth fifteen cents 
each. As to whether they were at fault, 
various opinions are afloat, and I hear hall 
a dozen ditferent sides to the story in so many 
hours. Some »ay that S. and B. agreed to 
collect for ten per cent., and then tried to 
keep back seventy per cent., while others 
contend that it took a great dpal of the 
money lo buy up Congressmen, and that the 
agents only contended that the men should 
lose a portion of the "purchase money.'' How 
this is I don't know, but 1 do know that Uncle 
Sam has let one huudred and fifty thousand 
dollars go out of his Treasury which is in a 
fair wuy to do no one any good, but become 
a fund to light over. But under our enlight- 
ened system of government such little trans- 
actions are common. 



An Indian Juggler. 

While the tom-tom w.is beating and the pipe 
playing, the juggler, singing all the time in 
Ijw accent*, Smoothed a place in the gravel, 
three or four yards before us. (laving thus 
prepared a bed for the plant to grow in, he 
took a basket and placed it over the prepared 
place, covering it with a thiu blanket. The 
man himself did not wear a thread of clothing, 
except a strip around his loins.

Wo just as he was becoming more earnest in his 
song, and while the tom-tom beat and the pipe 
shrilled mo-e loudly, 1 stepped forward wilh 
becoming dignity and begged him to bring the 
basket and its cover to me.

I then 
examined the cloth covering, which was thin, 
almost transparent, and certainly had nothing 
concealed in it. I then fixed my eyes on his 
strip of clothing with such intensity that it 
was not possibh it could have been touched 
without discovery, and bade him go on, feeling 
sure that the trick could not succeed. Sitting 
down he stretched his naked arms under the 
basket, singing and smiling as he did so; then 
lilted the basket oh" the ground, and behold, a 
green plant about a loot high ! Satisfied with 
our applause he went on with his incantations.

Railroads in the United States. — 
The different sections of the country are sup- 
plied with miles of road as follows: New 
Kngland, 4.494 ; Middle States, 10,991 ; 
Western States, 23,769; Southern, 12,4G8; 
Pacific, 1,077 ; total miles in the Union, 53,- 
399. The five Slates with the greatest 
number of miles are : Illinois, 4,823; Penn- 
sylvania, 4.G5G ; New York. 3,928; Ohio, 
•3,538; Indiana, 3,177. Until 1856 the 
Middle Slates had the greatest mileage, but 
in that year the Western States increused be- 
yond them and have since maintained their 
supremacy. The year 1870 witnessed the 
construction of a greater number of miles than 
during any previous similar period, 6.145 
miles being opened for traffic. The rapid in- 
crease of the business of the roads is not less 
remarkable than the progress of the works 
Thus, in 1851, the tonnage transported 
equalled 5,000,000; in 1870 the net tonnage 
was 75,500,000.

Combat With a Snake. 

A son of the Baldwinsville snake has been 
frightening the people of Gilbert Mills, Os- 
wego county, New York.

He 
lh< light of calling lor help, but it was Sunday 
night and he knew folks would think he had 
been somewhere, and so held on, wailing tor 
something lo turn up. He did not have to 
wait long, for the snake had decided on nu 
aggressive movement, and quickly uncoiling 
himself made for Darley, who succeeded in 
xiesing it by the head, but could Lot prevent 
it from winding itself around him. 

"Now the struggle began in earnest, both 
evidently knowing that it was "woe lo the 
vanquished.'' Darley had all he could do to 
hold the monster's bend, and it was momenta- 
rily lightening its coils about him. At last he 
grew faint and lell lo the ground, and bad jull 
given up all hopes of life when he discovered 
the sawyer's ax near him ; hope nerved his 
relaxing muscles, and releasing one baud h ■ 
siezed the ax, anil before the snake could enter 
n protest severed its head from its body, ami 
then, exhausted by fear and exertion, sank 
to the ground in a swoon. The next morn- 
ing he was discovered by the sawyer, who, 
with the nid of the neighbors, carried him 
home. Medical aid was immediately procured, 
He is now eomfortaola and in a fair way of 
recovery, though it will doubtless be some time 
before he fully recovers from the severe shock 
that his nerves have received.

THE INAUGURATION OF GOVERNOR LES- 
LIE. 

TuesJay next, the 5th of September, will 
be the tiny appointed by law tor Governor 
Leslie to lake the oath of office, and to be 
formally inaugurated Givernor of the State 
for the term of four years. The fact that he 
has been Acting H ivernor since February 
13th may give to ins inauguration, in ilia poi - 
ular mind, the aspect of a mere formality, 
unlike the induc:i<>i into office of one who 
was about to enter it lor the first time. Hut 
custom, very ancient in point of origin, has 
ordained tnat whenever the Governor elect 
of the Cjtutnon wealth comes to take his oath 
of office, and thus to enter formally into a 
four years' residence in our midst, the city of 
Frankfort, in her corporate capacity, and her 
citizens, take notice of the fact, and give to 
the occasion a dignity befitting the ceremony 
which marks it. It is a good custom which 
has heretofore led the mayor, in appropriate 
season, to invite the citizens, irrespective of 
party, to assemble anil make appropriate ar 
rangeinents to escort the Governor elect to the 
State House without undue parade. We like 
the custom which ra ik?s the mayor, when 
there ariived, the mouthpiece of the city to 
welcome His Excellency to our midst, and to 
wish him a pleasant sojourn as an adopted 
citizen during the term upon which he is 
about to enter. It smacksof gooi feeling and 
a hospitable disposition well worthy of cul- 
tivating. For the I'm.} all political differ- 
ences aro buried. The Governor elect comes 
not as a victorious partisan to rejoice over the 
defeat of a less fortunate c unpetitor, but as 
the Chief Magistrate of the whole people, in 
whose behalf, and for whose common good, he 
is to administer the law. true to his oath ai.d 
void ol all partiality or vindictiveness. 
He should stand before us all on that 
day, not as a successful political cham- 
pion, not as a Democrat, not as an anti- 
Itepublican. but as a Governor, whose fidelity 
as an officer, and character as an indi- 
vidual, are about to be aolijectftd to the test 
of time. We, on the oth-r haul, as ciliw>n a 
of Frankfort, stand as those among whom he 
ii about to take up his daily walks. He w ill 
meet us all, if not in ofH:ial contact, in our 
homes, within his own walls, or as he passes 
along the streets during th) fuur years for 
which he comas accredited to live among us. 
Ojr relations with him will be more as neigh-

LEGISLATIVE CONTEST IN BOYD 
AND CARTER. 

It has already been announced that the 
contest for the Legislature in the district 
composed of the counties of IJoyd and Carter, 
resulted in a tie vote. The candidates were 
Mordecai Williams, Democrat, and W. W. 
Culbertson, Radical. The law requires, that 
when two or tnoie counties voto together in 
the choice of a Representative or Senator, the 
sheriffs of the respective counties shall, on the 
first Monday alter the election, meet to com 
pare the certifcates of the examining boards 
of the several counties, and therefrom givt 
triplicate certificates of election of the per 
sons who appear to have received the highest 
number of votes, one copy to be retained at 
the clerk's office, another to the person 
elected, and the third to the Secretary o 
State; and, in case of a tie, to be determined 
by lot which of the candidates is elected 
The sherilfs, it seems, met as required, ana 
finding that each of the contending candidates 
had received an equal number of votes, pro 
ceeded to draw lots, but failed to agree in the 
result of the drawing, one giving a certificate 
that Williams was the lucky man. and the 
other that it was Cullwrtson. The conse- 
quence is. that two certificates have lieen 
received at the Secretary of State's office 
which we give beiow as best setting forth the 
case, and giving both sides. Under these cir 
cumslances the case will have to go to the 
Legislature for the decision of ti at body. 
Kichof the candidates will present himsel 
with a certificate of election, and it will 
devolve upon the House of Representatives ti 
decide upon the relative merit of the state- 
ments of the two sheriffs, and decide the 
question of right, or cder a new election 
Tho following are the certificates :

CA6SIUS M. CLAT-HI8 LETTER TO LAR 
1MEB, OF LEAVENWOiUH-HjR- 
ACE GREtLEY FOR 
PRESIDENT. 

Dear Sir: Your letter of the 221 of July 
ult., asking my views of the political situation, 
is received. 

I think it is a good feature in the British 
Constitution that Cabinet Ministers take a 
place in the legislative bodies and defend their 
measures and policy ; a vote of no confidence 
changes t he Cabinet, and ihe will ol a nation 
is carried out at once. It is a great tnislor- 
tune ihat a headstrong President may keep ihe 
nation ill a wrong policy for four years. 
Another great gain would be that patriotic 
criticism of the Cabinet policy Would not nec- 
essarily he construed as inimical to Ihe Presi- 
dent or the party In power — but n change In 
the Cabinet would merely put in new men of 
the same parly — or moderate meU in part of 
the other parly — all of which would inure to 
the public weal and soften the force of faction, 
which in all ages has been one cause ot the ruin 
of nations. 

The Confederate States profited by our fatal 
experience, and male u single Presidential 
term the constitutional law. Uur Coii-tilulion 
should be changed, making the Presidential 
term six years, Hiid the President ineligible. 
This would give the President SnSicieut time to 
mature and carry out any policy, and take 
away the motive for the abuse of power, and 
for the general corruption which come' of ban? 
vassing for re-election. This .-e .-nil to lie the 
greatest present evil in our system ; and as we 
cannot at once engraft tbe change on the Con- 
stitution, I am for rigidly enforcing ihe policy 
by electing no President lor a second term. 

Another great evil, which has been common 
to most nations, and ruinous Io nearly all, is 
the putting military men into civil offices. 
Neither yon nor 1 can make a lone wi'.hout a 
long service at the trade; but statesmanship is 
more dilficult than sboemakiug. And military 
men are taken up, not only without any expe- 
rience in politics, but necessarily w ith quali- 
ties and education adverse to all ttue statesman* 
ship. It would be just as wise on the day of 
battle to put civilians at Ihe head of the ar- 
mies, to the exclusion of military leaders, as to 
put military men into civil places. 

The rewards and honors of each profession 
belong to that proiession only. There is no 
more reason for rewarding tor patriotic services 
a great general with the Presidency or any 
other civil office than there is lor so rewarding 
a great preacher, doctor, or a>trotioiner. Tue 
Whole idea is n relic of the barbarous ages, 
and a blind devotion to brute three, unworthy 
of our limes. Eel ttie "military ring" retire 
into the sphere w here they can be Useful, and 
let statesmen undertake to ito the Statesman- 
ship of the Republic. 

Another need w hich requires prompt action 
is a permanent civil service and increased sal- 
aries. 

If the civil service, i xcept in Ihe higher 
political offices, was made permanent — the 
tenure , being during good behavior — we 
should not only DMTe mote efficiency in tbe 
public service, but we Would reduce the pat- 
ronage of the Government, that source of cor- 
ruption which follows frequent elections, and 
lessen office-seeking, which are the causes 
of alarm to all thoughtful lovers of Self-gov- 
ernment, 

Our salaries are now, when we are near 
forty millions ol people, about tbe same as 
when we were three millions. The true 
standard of salaries is to give such pay as 
the same talents would insure in ordinary 
business. We are in answer told that there are 
plenty of men who will lake the office aud the j 
salaries as they are. But wh.il sort of men are I 
they? Certainly not the best men; and the ' 
best men aud highest character in Ihe nation 
should rule ihe nation. The result of this syp- 1 
tern is that men of the fir t ability are driven 
Ironi political life; or, becoming politicians, 
they form those corrupt rings to increase their 
income by illegitimate legislation, which 
threaten the existence of all property and the 
overthrow of Republicanism itself. 

The great issue ot slavery being settled by 

constitutional .law, and the dread arbitrament 

of arms, and the great mass of the Democratic 
party having acquiesced in the logic of events, 
it only remains io reduce the late insurgent aud 
the repressive Union forces itilo peaceiul co- 
operation. The greatest statesman ot the revo- 
lutionary limes of France, MirabeaU, said: 
•'Concurrence of all wills is necessary to recon- 
struction." 

Aud who is better able to effect this than our 
distinguished friend, Horace Greeley? who 
has shown bis statesmanship in avowing long 
since "universal umuesty and impartial sui- 
fiage." 

• The South'' contains more than a third of 
our populatiou. Aside from Alaska, she owns 
the laigcr portion of the lauds of the Repub- 
lic; she has the better climate and soil, and 
the world-wide used produce — cotton, sugar, 
rice, nnd tobacco ; she has as fine a race of men 
as exists. I appeal to the calm judgment of 
all Americans, can we afford to make an Ire- 
land, a Poland, or a Hungary of these people? 
A Southern man, standing by the blacks, as I 
have done all my life, I say, for their sakes as 
well as my own, give us a candidate of our 
party, like Horace Greeley, who comes to us 
with the olive branch, rather than him who, 
refusing amnesty, bares the sword lor the 
eternal subjection of a Saxon people? 

The large experience, eminent ability, and 
unselfish patriotism of Horace Greeley, no 
man dare deny. It is objected only that he 
has not always been a safe leader in politics or 
social questions. A man who never changes 
his opinions is either a fool or wiser than nil 
other men. If Horace Greeley has erred, it 
has been on the side of philanthropy and 
progress. He has never committed more mis- 
takes than others who assume to be his equals. 
His honesty and frankness have only made his 
opinions better know n to the world. After a 
long life of close observation ot public tner, 
I say freely that I kuow of no man who has 
been more generally right, or who has done 
more for the world in his day, than Horace 
Greeley. The American people owe him a 
debt of gratitude which can never be paid. If 
he shall be nominated as the candidate of the 
Republican parly for President in 1872, he 
will be triumphantly elected. The North, w ill 
secure her highest interests, and the South w ill 
be content. We shall "have peace."

The Boone County Baunty Fund Tax Cast- 
Final Judgment Rendered 

Judge Wm. S. Pryor, in the Boone county 
circuit court, on Thursday rendered his deeision 
in the case of Cloud at. Coleman, the cele- 
brated Bounty Fund Tax case, which has 
been pending in that court for several years 
past. 

On the 19th of September, ISC I. 854 men 
were drafted in Boone county, 427 being the 
county's quot«. <ln the 2 1st of the same month 
n meeting of the citizens of Boone county was 
held at Burlington, to devise means for reliev- 
ing lliose drafted, and a plan of voluntary 
subscription was adopted, Willi the suggestion 
that the Legislature be petitioned to empower 
the county court to levy a tax on properly to 
refund the subscriptions, subject to a vote of 
the county. The sum of $87,06i) was raised 
by subscription, and the Representative in the 
Legislature was instructed to have such a law 
passed. $170,800 was the whole amount re- 
quired, and fifty men had obtained substitutes. 
This lessened the balance to be raised $20,000, 
making the balance $«3,740; $50,000 was 
afterward borrowed from the Covington banks, 
and the rest obtained from citizens. Alter the 
law was passed, and when Ibe cointy court 
was about to issue the bonds, an injunction 
was sued out. The case went to the Court of 
Appeals, and it was there decided that the law- 
was invalid as to those who never participated 
in its passage, or ratified it, or had received 
none of the beuefits, but binding as to those 
who did not fall within these exceptions. 

First— Those who aided in procuring the law 
are liable. 

Second — Those who acquiesced in -nnd ap- 
proved it, nnd 

Third — Those who received benefits from 

it. 

Judue Pryor decides that under the third 
division persons must have received some 
actual benefit by having been relieved from 
the draft, or by having members of their fam- 
ily relieved. Persons are not liable from the 
mere fact of being within the military age, un- 
less there was other proof against them. This 
arises from the fact thai the draft had nlready 
been made. Those who were drafted and fur- 
nished substitutes are not held liable. Thosi 
who signed subscriptions without other proo 
are liatile only lor the nmoutit they agreed In 
pay. but nil subscribers are liable for Ihe full 
amount of their aobsciiptino, even though i" 
may exceed what Iheir lax would be. Those 
who paid their subscriptions and afterward 
haj it refunded are held to pay the same back 
again by tax. 

Some thirteen or fourteen voung men paid 
one thousand dollars each, with the under- 
standing that if the fund was not raised they 
were to be relieved anyhow. They seek io 
recover this back, bu< their claims are rejected, 
although they are relieved from any further 
tax. 

The whole amount now to be raised by tax- 
ation is about $b'5,000, including the subscrip- 
tion list. 

The number of persons compelled to pay 
is about three hundred, ami ibis number added 
to those who have discharged their tax by 
subscription, nnd those who have furnished 
substitutes, amount to about seven hundred 
persons. 

The county court is directed to levy the tax 
on the property assessed to those held liable in 
the assessment of January 10, 1871, and is to 
levy enough to pay six sevenths of Ihe tax 
now, and Ihe remaining seventh in October. 
1871 ; and the county judge is directed In 
convene the county court forthwith for that 
purpose. The assessment will also cover llic 
costs, which amount to $4.noO, $3. 0uo being 
allowed to the commissioners (John Wallace, 
jr.. $1,50(1; A. G Winston. $1.0011; and Wash- 
inglon Watts, MOB), of whose work the judge 
says: '•No more able and efficient report could 
well have been made."

J. W. Stevenson, M. Hamilton, and V. A. 
Boyd; for the defendants, John F. Fisk, J.

Elizaretiitowx and Paoicah Railroad. —

Again, the Commonwealth is in error in fix- 
ing the floating debt at fifty or sixty thousand 
dollars. If ttn-re is any Boattag debt beyond 
the sum of $776 48, warrants outstanding 
June 30, 1871, which is reported in the genera' 
recapitulation of the report, the city council is 
not informed of the fact. There was $2,862 65 
in city treasury June 30, 1871, to pay ihis 
$776 48, and there is now ample means in ihe 
treasury to pay every warrant in existence-'-so 
far as is known to the city authorities. The 
outstanding warrants 30th Jane, 1871, were 
not paid, because the holders had not pre- 
sented them for payment. 

If any person has a claim against the city of 
Frankfort, whether audited and allowed or 
not, the council is ready, anxious, and willing 
to pay the amount justly due thereon. There 
is ample means ill the treasury lo p ly every 
debt the city owes, except such debts as are 
otherwise provided for ; and if a • fl uting debt 
which aggregate* fifty or sixty tuoiwpnd dol- 
lars," as t lie Commonwealth is informed is in 
existence, the holders of each claims are *in- 
KUlaily reticent and iudulgeut, and shou.d 
forthwith preseut their claims. 

VY beuever the "11 jaling debt mentioned shall 
be made known to the council, if not paid on 
presentation, the forthcoming reports will mosi 

certainly inform the lax-payers of the amount 
due. There is no disposition on the part of 
the city council to conceal any part of the in- 
debtedness of the ciiy, and no mo.ive to do so, 
as the present council h ive paid every dollar 
of debt created by the present administration, 
or provided means now and at ail times sub- 
ject to the payment ol such claims. 

There is an appropriation of $2,000 due t> 
the Frankfort and Fiat Creek Turnpike Road 
Company, payable upon call of Ihe directory of 
the road. -No call has yet been made, except 
verbal notice that the work was in progre.-s, and 
until regular estimates of completed work are 
furnished the appropriation does not assume 
the form ot a deot against the city. If no 
work should be completed the city pays noth. 
ing; but there is every reason to believe that 
the calls will be made for this appropriation, 
and when made will be promptly paid ; so 
this item cannot be classed as a floating debt. 
There may be oilier matters of unimportant 
nnionui suspended for waut of recognition of 
the city as debt against iis treasury ; but the 
amounts are so insignificant as to be unworthy 
of mention iu a general statement of this na- 
ture.

pan A weasened- r aced little gill of almut 
live years old sat composedly near smoking a 
clay pipe of tobacco, which she winded as if 

long accustomed to it, whilo two other male 

children and several yellow dogs ol d lferenl 
sizes sat around the lire watching the culi- 
nary operations with an eager eye. The 
whole scene comprised a picture of want and 
privation, which was only relieved by the in- 
dependent spirit which was stamped upon the 
fices of the outdoor party. Upon inquity, 
we learned, that several years ago they had 
moved from Fast Tennessee to one of the 
southeastern counties of Illinois, but finding 
the chills and fever so bad there, they deter- 
mined to quit the country, and were on their 
way to Clark county, in this State. 'Ihe 
sick ones in the wagon were down wi;h ague, 
and not dangerous ill. As, a half hour ancr- 
ward, we drove into town, while a heavy 
shower was falling in the twilight, we could 
not help thinking of the poor movers with 
their scanty shelter, and wondeied how all 
nine of them, sick and well, could huddle to- 
gether in their one wagon; and, far into the 
night, the picture kept coming to our mind, 
and we dropped Off to sleep thinking of ihj 
ague-shaken baby with (he saliow cheek, and 
the weazen-faced child with the cliy pipe in 
her mouth. Ily this time we hope they are 
at their journey's end, and underthe influence 
of rest and a better climate, that they may 
take a new lease of life, and Cnd the pros-

DUNCE9. 

Fisher Ames eptered Harvard at the age of 
twelve, niitl Edward Everett at thirteen ; Bish- 
op Heber translated •Plioedrus'' into English 
«t seven ; Ann* Seward repealed from memory 
the first three hooks of "Paradise Lost" at 
nine ; the Lord Biougham wrote on philosophy 
at eighteen. 

But all eminent men have not been remark, 
able for early attainments. Some of tlx 
grandest spirits that the world has ever known — 
men whose works and memory are enduring — 
were regarded it) youth as dunces. They flow- 
ered late, but bore the rarest fruit. 

It is somewhat discouraging lor a boy of 
moderate abilities, who aims to do his best, to 
be told that others accomplished in childhood 
what be can do only by bard study in the 
best years of his youth. But such a boy should 
not relax his efforts. He will succeed, if he 
gives his heart and mind to the work. 

That distinguished teacher, Dr. Arnold, of 
Kugby, after speaking of those who zealously 
cultivate iuferior powers of mind, said of such 
M pupil: "I would stand to that man bat in 
hand." He once spoke sharply to a dull boy, 
who replied : 

"Why do you speak angrily, sir ? Indeed, I 
am doing the best Icon." 

Dr. Arnold said he never so felt a rebuke in 
his life. 

Sir Isaac Newton was pronounced a dunce 
in b is early school days. He stood low in his 
classes, and seemed to have no relish for study. 
One day the "bright boy" of the school gave 
him a kick in the stomach, which caused him 
severe pain. The insult stung young Newton 
to the quick, and be resolved to make himself 
felt and respected by improved scholarship. 
He applied himself resolutely lo study, and, 
ere long, stood in his classes above the boy 
who had kicked him, ami ultimately became 
the first scholor in the m hooI. 

Newion owed his pri ininence in his philo- 
sophical studies more to perseverance and 
application than to any marvelous natural en- 
dowments. 

Oliver Goldsmith, Mltta whom no boy could 
appear more stupid, was the butt of ridicule lit 
Fchool. A school dame, alter wonderful pa. 
tience and pcrseveraDC, taught him the alpha- 
bet — A thing which she deemed creditable to 
her sk ill. and which she lived to mention wilh 
pride when her pupil became famous. He 
m ide no progress iu the exact studies, but 
Jiked history and Latin poetry. 

He was a sore trial lo his ambitious mother, 
who made many fruitless efforts to quicken his 
wits by her sharp words. His relatives, teach- 
ers and schoolmates all told him that he was a 
fool, which verdict he did not dispute, but look 
good humoredly. Even when he had produced 
the "Traveller," an eminent critic said to a 
friend: "Sir, I do believe that Goldsmith wrote 
that poem ; and tbut, let me tell you, is believ- 
ing a great deal. ' 

Sir Walter Scott was a dull boy, aud when 
attending the university at Edinburgh he went 
by the name of "The Urfnt Blockhead. ' But 
he wasted no time on trilles. and, in pursuing 
a study that he loved — as, for example, history 
or the classics — he was persevering and meth- 
odical. He was one of those whose knowledge 
on a subject interested, increased until it lay 
like a great volume in his hand. When Wal- 
ter Scott began to make use of that k uowledge, 
society gave him another name, somewuat 
different from the Edinburgh appellation. It 
was "The Great Magicinn." 

Huttou, the antiquarian, whose knowledge 
of books was deemed remarkable, will slow to 
learn when a boy. He was sent to school to a 
certain Mr. .Win 1 . He thus te'ls his experi- 
ence: "My master took occasion to beat my 
head against the wall, bidding it by the 
hair, but he could never beat any learning into 
It." 

Sheridan found it hard to acquire the ele- 
ments of learning. His mother deemed it her 
duty to inform his teacher thai he was uot 
bright lo learn like other bovs. Adam Clarke 
was pronounced by his father to be "a grievous 
dunce," and Dr. Chalmers was pronounced by 
his teacher as an "incorrigible' one. Chatter- 
ton was dismissed from school by his master, 
who, rinding himself unable to teach bun any- 
thing in a satisfactory manner, selHed it lhat 
lh»' boy was a "fool." 

Teacher) are apt to become impatient over 
du.l scholars, and predict of them that they 
will never come to anything. Such uncalled 
for prophecies ought to discourAge no scholar 
who tries to do well. A certain Edinburgh 
professor once pronounced upon a student his 
severe opinion: "Dunce you ar.-, and dunce 
you will ever remain. " That student was Sir 
Walter Scott. 

If a dull boy feels an inspiration stirring 
within to do something worthy in literature, 
science, or art, let him set his face as a Hint 
toward his object ; let him be patient, hopeful 
and self-reliant, unmoved by laughter, uuois- 
couraged by evil prophecies. — Moiauian. 

Social Oraan Grinders. 

The philanthropic organ-grinder is, perhaps, 
as easy lo deal with as any ; he always has 
Home case in hand requiring charitable aid, 
and we can, if we are to disposed, give him 
something to move on to the next door. But, 
if we are not willing to purchase peace ill this 
way, we have to iudure his music. It is very 
seldom that it will answer to metaphorically 
slam the door in his face — he u not to be 
daunted. The scientific griuder is much 
dreaded ; he plays away for the hour together, 
and his friends look at one another in hopeless 
silence; but ns silence is all he wants, he is per- 
fectly satisfied. It you should give him a 
copper in the shape of an approving "Ub! " or 
•'Ah ! " the only change he makes is to direct 
his melody to you in particular for the next 
lew minutes, during which time you have to 
look as if you perfectly understood the theory 
of atoms, and had formed some definite idea 
with regard to the probable inhabitants of the 
moon, feeling yourself all the tune to be a 
deceitful hypocrit, aud knowing that your 
friends see through you. From some scientific 
grinders it is impossible to obtain the shortest 
respite; even at meals they will insist upon 
reducing the various articles of food to their 
lowest denomination, by telling us what pro- 
portion of this is starch, or how much of that 
is gluten, till we almost begin to doubt whether 
solid bread and butler are not mere optical 
delusions after all. Then there is the anecdotal 
grinder; something is always occurring lo re- 
mind him of one of his auecdotes, and once 
lei him obtain his cue from some unlucky re- 
mark, and he grinds forth his anecdotes by the 
dozen. In Ibe course of conversation a gentle- 
roan happens to mention thai he was salmon 
fishing in the Highlands last month ; this is 
enough ; and before the first speaker has had 
lime to give an account of bis tour, there is a 
preparatory cough from our friend of the an- 
ecdotes, and he proceeds; "Ah, that reminds 
me of the time when I and two or three other 
friends went down to Greenwich to taste the 
whitebait." He then goes on to enlarge on his 
personal experience of ihe prime minister; in 
the midst of which bislory he is, perhaps, 
reminded of another anecdote, equally inter- 
esting, which he faithfully recounts, after 
which he proceeds with the original story. It 
is amusing to ob-erve those who are acquainted 
with ihe propensity of this gentleman, when 
they have unfortunately let slip a leading re- 
mark, and tbey hear the preparatory cough — 
thai is the knell of doom — a look of silent 
anguish passes across their face, which is grad- 
ually replaced by a'look of calm resignation, 
and they are then prepared for this infliction. 
The remedy for this description of organ-grind- 
ing can only be practiced when the audience 
thoroughly know the habits of Ihe performer; 
the course to be taken is, the moment the 
cough is heard, for all to be taken suddenly 
deaf, and to talk together in loud tones, min- 
gled with laughter, on the first topic that pre- 
sents itself. This may nip the story in the 
bud. If, however, the grinder is of the most 
determined class, it is well to give in at once, 
for tell his anecdote be will, if he waits the 
whole evening for it; besides which, it is 
nobler lor all to suffer together than to allow 
one luckless individual to be taken by the 
buttou-hole on the first opportunity, and re- 
ceive the whole narration alone aud unsup- 
ported.
